MERICA’S entry into the war with 
fi the Axis powers, following Japan’s 
attacks in the Pacific and the declaration 
fa state of war by Germany and Italy, 
finds this nation, at the close of 1941, 
in the most advantageous maritime pre- 
jaredness position in its history. As the 
result of progressive and farsighted steps 
taken by the Congress and the President 
duce 1936 in the development of the na- 
tion’s Shipbuilding and shipping indus- 
tries, the United States had laid a ground- 
work for its defense and war programs 
which has placed it far ahead of the po 
sition it occupied in any previous crisis. 


As shown by the Commission’s records, 
this is the status of the nation’s maritime 
program : 

Private shipyards capable of building 400 
foot or larger oceangoing merchant vessels 
have been expanded from 10 with 46 ways in 
87, to 40 with 275 ways, an increase of ap 
proximately 500 per cent in production capac 
ly, not including that the Great Lakes. 

Authorization and appropriations have been 
wade covering construction and delivery into 
vervice of more than 1400 oceangoing cargo 
in addition to about 150 aceessory 
ships of other types, by the end of 1943, in 
volving an estimated total investment of ap 
proximately $3,000,000,000. 

Approximately 1000 of these Ships are un 
der construction or contract, the remainder 
0 be ordered as rapidly as propulsion equip 
ment becomes available. 

As an auxiliary to the armed forces, the 
Maritime Commission to date has acquired 
ind turned over to the Navy and the Army 
‘pproximately 175 major ships aggregating 
tbout 1,250,000 gross tons, in addition to 
many smaller craft. 

All of the 198 ships remaining in the first 
World War laid-up fleet and turned over to 
the Commission in 1937 have been utilized 
ind most of them have been returned to serv | 
e, either through sale or charter after re 
conditioning. 

Approximately 80 merchant ships of foreign 
gistry, laid up in United States ports, have 
en requisitioned and placed in service, many 
‘ving been reconditioned, 

In cooperation with the Commission, ship 
yards on all coasts of the nation have estab 
ished training schools for shipbuilders to 
meet the peak requirement of 600,000 to 700, 
men by late in 1942. Ordinarily there have 
en less than 100,000 skilled men thus em 
ployed,

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Army Officer Promotions 

As a final step toward putting into op 
eration a new wartime promotion policy 
the War Department today announced 
promotions to temporary rank of colonel 
of 575 selected Regular Army lieutenant 
colonels of the promotion list, nine lieu 
tenant colonels of the Medical Corps and 
four lieutenant colonels of the Veterinary 
Corps. 

These promotions will be followed in a 
few days by the promotion of the remain 
ing majors on the lieutenant colonel’s 
eligible list to that rank. A_ selection 
board is now sitting to sift records of ad 
ditional majors who also will be promoted 
temporarily to lieutenant colonel. 

In addition, approximately 360 selected 
captains and 1,620 selected first lieuten 
ants of the Medical Corps will be pro- 
moted to the next higher grades to fill 
vacancies in that corps. Most of these 
1,080 officers, the War Department in 
dicated, are Reservists and National 
Guardsmen. The Medical Corps captains 
to be promoted have all had five years’ or 
more service; the first lieutenants to be 
promoted are of varying lengths of ser 
vice, 

\ll of these promotions will date from 
24 Dec, the effective date of the Army’s 
promotion system which applies 
principles of selection to all grades and 
all components and largely decentralizes 
promotions, 

In the future, army commanders will 
be authorized to promote officers of al! 
components for a maximum of 60 per cent 
of the position vacancies existing as of 
1 eb.

Will Act Soon on Pay 
Bill, Promises Budget 


Spurred by a direct request by Senator 
Johnson, of Colorado, for a recommenda 


tion without delay on the interdepart 
mental pay bill, the Budget Bureau has 


this week informed the senator that all 
facts and figures in support of the pro 
posed legislation are now being studied 
and an answer will be submitted within 
the next few days, 

Sponsor of the bill and chairman of the 
special subcommittee named to consider 
it, Senator Johnson stated that he would 
eaull his committee together to consider the 
bill immediately after the beginning of 
the new session of Congress, 5 Jan., even 
if he has not heard from the budget, How 
ever, he added, “But we'll hear from them 
by then, | feel certain.” 

The ‘determination of the Military 
Affairs Committee member to go ahead 
with consideration of 8, 2025 was brought 
out the more strongly, in the light of his 
implied pessimism over the nature of the 
recommendation he expects from the 
Budget Bureau. The delay of the budget 
in submitting its report, though it has 
had the bill under consideration nearly 
two months, appears in the eyes of the 
Senator and observers at the Capitol to 


argue that the office may not look with 
great favor upon the bill. Llowever, the 
views of the President have still to be 
ascertained. Moreover, it will be remem

N 17 Dec., the Watertown, N. Y., Times commented, “The United States, Eng- 

Jand, and Russia have a single purpose in this war and that is to defeat 
Hitler and his allies. There must be no waste efforts. Perfect coordination is 
needed and should be secured at the earliest possible moment. The quicker a unified 
command, the quicker Hitler will be defeated. No time should be lost in bringing it 
about.” On Monday, 22 Dec., five days later, newspaper headlines throughout the 
country told the American public that Prime Minister Winston Churchill had ar- 
rived in Washington to discuss the war with President Roosevelt; to plan that 
there should be no waste efforts; and to secure coordination of action. 

“The symbolic value of Mr. Churchill’s visit cannot be over estimated,” says 
the New York, N. Y., Herald Tribune. “As an answer to the desperate attempts of 
Hitler and his propaganda machine to cover their disaster in Russia, as an answer 
io the Japanese stab in the back-—delivered, like Mussolini’s upon France, too 
1ashly and just too soon—it is, as complete as it is impressive. But its primary 
value,” the Herald Tribune continues, “is not merely a symbolic one. The vigor 
with which the President and the Prime Minister have been pursuing the prob- 
lem of a unified command is the best possible evidence of the seriousness and 
realism with which their governments have been approaching the vast struggle 
on which we are now embarked.” 

Concluding, the Herald Tribune states, “Mr. Churchill’s visit is of immense 
emotional value, but it is of immense practical importance at the same time. It 
announces the indissoluble community of effort—indissoluble in means as well as in 
purpose—in which all free men now may join, with the certainty of ultimate 
triumph.” 

The Baltimore, Md., Sun rhetorically questions, “Who can doubt that this meet- 
ing, of the freely chosen heads of the two great states, will promote that unity of 
plan and of effort which will bring this war to its speediest and most successful 
conclusion.” Adds the Sun, “That sense of the unity of the struggle is the thing 
which we must never permit ourselves to lose. That sense of the oneness of the 
war must be the basis of our thinking, of our strategy and of our productive effort. 


Manila Falls

Would Restore Mitchell Rank 

After long opposition to Congressional 
moves to restore posthumously the rank 
of brigadier geenral to the late William 
Mitchell, the War Department through 
Secretary Stimson has stated that it no 
longer will object to such a step.

Service of Army Officers 

The War Department in a letter of in-

“ce, Upon the approved findings of a Medical 
Examining Board in the case of officers found 
physically disqualified for extended active 
duty, when the examination is made subse- 
quent to actual entry upon active duty. 

“d. Retirement or discharge for physical 
disability, upon the approved recommenda- 
tions of an Army Retiring Board. 

“e, Extreme cases of undue hardship, when 
approved by the War Department. 

“f, Resignations accepted by the War De- 
partment.

the Far East, and Ambassador Litvinoff also has something like that in view, The 
logic of an Allied War Council is impelling,’” The 7V'ennessean maintains, “ang 
the quick creation of such a group will be a major step toward victory.” 

Explaining that “the battle of Russia, the battle of Libya, the battle of the 
Atlantic and the battle of the Pacific are not local actions but are essential parts 
of the grand Axis program of total war against all democratic nations.”

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The Strategic Situation in the 
Pacific 


BY STRATEGICUS 


HOUGH the losses suffered by our 

fleet at Pearl Harbor and the disaster 
the British Asiatic fleet of Malaysia 
unquestionably will necessitate a delay in 
the commencement of ‘Anglo-American 
offensive operations in the Pacific, neither 
wverse prejudices the certainty of final 
Allied victory. When considered to- 
ther, these two actions amount to an 
initial Japanese victory of considerable 
magnitude, which has permitted Japan 
to take the offensive against the impor- 
tant Allied bases of Manila and Singa- 
pore. 
These two fortresses together—but 
especially Singapore—protect the Philip- 
pines, the Dutch Indies, and the Federated 
states of British Malaysia, all of which 
gether constitute what may be termed 
the Allied South Asiatic position. This 
sition is now under attack by Japan, 
ad graphic reports of the action fill the 
yadlines of our newspapers. Press em- 
phasis on this phase of the war, however, 
sould not lead us to overlook the general 
¢rategic picture of the Pacific war as a 
yhole. It must be borne in mind that 
America and England possess enormous 
wperiority in both man-power and in- 
justrial resources over Japan. Therefore, 
for us to lose a few minor positions at the 
wiset of the war would be in no sense a 
disheartening tragedy, though we must be 
aweful that Japan does not secure im- 
yrtant strategic points which would de- 
lay indefinitely our ability to take the 
ifensive in East Asia. 

What are these important strategic 
yeas Which we must hold at all cost, and 
what are the minor areas which can be 
aundoned or lost to Japan without 
pejudicing Allied grand strategy?

Japan thus faces war on three fronts: 
Siberia, China, and South Asia. 
Grouping of Jap Forces 

The Japanese armed forces are divided 
at the present time into three major 
groupments, as follows: 

1. Thirty divisions and the bulk of the 
Japanese Army Air Force are concen- 
trated in Manchuria and Korea, ready 
either to launch an attack against Viadi- 
vostok or to ward off a Russian invasion. 
These armies include the majority of the 
first-class Japanese divisions. 

2. About thirty-five second-class divi- 
sions, with only weak air support, are 
operating in China. These forces furnish 
the garrison of the Japanese-occupied 
areas as well as mobile columns, which, 
from time to time, undertake limited 
offensive operations against points in the 
interior of China. The numeric strength 
of the Chinese armies confronting this 
groupment is far superior; but the 
Chinese are so ill-equipped and poorly- 
trained that they cannot undertake ex- 
tended offensive operations. The strength 
and the efficiency of the Chinese army 
should improve, however, provided Anglo- 
American supplies continue’ to flow 
through the Burma Road. 

3. The Japanese offensive against 
Malaysia and the Philippines is being 
conducted by a composite force compris 
ing the bulk of the Navy and between

the Army, supported by almost the entire 
Japanese Naval Air Force and small con- 


tingents of the Army Air Force. The 
offensive is following two separate | 


parallel axes of attack—from Indo-China 
across Thailand towards Singapore; and 
from Formosa towards Manila. 

Russia and China 

We read in the American press almost 
exclusively of the military operations 
arising in the course of this twin-offensive. 
Yet, we should remember at all times that 
the situations in China and on the Man 
churian-Siberian frontier are of equal 
significance. 

As to the latter, it is true that Maxim 
Litvinov, Soviet Ambassador to the 
United States, stated in a press interview 
in Washington, that 


Russia intended for | 


the present to limit her military effort to | 


Europe. But he also aflirmed, in the same 
interview, that Russia considers Japan a 
member of the Axis and, therefore, an 
enemy power. While this apparent con 
tradiction confused the general public, it 
from a strictly military 
understandable in view of the situation on 
the Russian European front. The Soviet 
has lost far too much territory in Europe 
to embark now on a two-front war. De 
spite recent successes in the Moscow and 
the Rostov sectors, Russia will probably 
continue to be hard-pressed by Germany. 
A revival of the Nazi offensive should 
occur in April or May, when winter has 
passed, and mechanized armies can oper 
ate once more. This offensive will almost 
certainly 
widespread as the attack of last June, 

Accordingly, Russia needs every soldier 
she has, and every shell which can be 
turned out by our arsenals, to check this 
coming German assault. For Stalin to 
divide, at this time, his war-effort between 
Europe and East Asia might bring about 
a catastrophe. Indeed, such a dispersion 
of forces could result in the total destruc- 
tion of the Russian armies and hence 
weaken the Anglo-American strategic 
position all over the world, 

The Arctic weather now prevailing in 
Siberia also makes it unwise for Stalin 
to undertake a military campaign against 
Japan at this time. Furthermore, the 
Soviet army in Siberia has been greatly 
weakened in recent months by the trans- 
fer to Europe of most of its tank brigades, 
a number of infantry divisions, and a 
large part of its air-forces. Japan, there- 
fore, possesses for the time being military 
superiority along the Manchurian- 
Siberian front. This superiority can be 
estimated at about three-to-two on the 
ground and four-to-one in the air, During 
the long winter months Stalin undoubtedly 
intends to strengthen his Siberian army. 
He also hopes that Japan will be forced to 
send some of the divisions now stationed 
in Manchuria to the Southern theater of 
war in Malaysia and the Philippines.

Siberia, however, it may be predicted that 
active hostilities between Japan and 
Russia will break out as soon as Spring 
weather permits large-scale’ military 
operations. Indeed, the guess may also 
be hazarded that, unless the Malaysian 
offensive consumes too much of Japan’s 
military strength, it will be Japan which 
will take the offensive and invade Siberia ; 
and that this offensive will be launched 
in conjunction with a German assault in 
European Russia, 

On the other hand, in case Japan is 
forced to weaken her Manchurian forces 
by transfer of divisions to the southern 
theater, it is probable that the reinforced 
Soviet armies will themselves launch an 
offensive in the Spring. Stalin knows this 
Russo-Jap war is inevitable. But, who- 
ever the aggressor may be, it is almost 
certain that large-scale Russo-Japanese 
hostilities will begin either in April or 
May, and that this extension of the 
Asiatie battlefront will materially reduce 
the Japanese pressure on Singapore and 
Manila. 

The Chinese-Japanese war is at the 
moment in a quiescent phase. Naturally, 
Japan does not wish to embark on large- 
scale operations in China at this time. A 
large-scale Chinese offensive, on the 
other hand, might well alleviate the dif_i- 
cult Anglo-American situation at Manila 
and Singapore. Nevertheless, such an 
offensive is improbable. It is doubtful 
whether the Chinese armies yet possess 
the cohesion or the tactical ability to con- 
duct operations other than those of a 
harassing nature. Indeed, it would seem 
that several years will have to elapse 
before the Chinese are sutliciently well- 
equipped and well-trained to warrant 
Chiang Kai Shek’s launching a large-scale 
offensive operation against the Japanese 
bases at Canton, Nanking, Shanghai, and 
Peking. 

Importance of Singapore 

The Japanese advance towards Manila 

and Singapore at the moment constitutes, 


us we have noted, the most dramatic 
phase of the Pacific war. Americans 
should not be so preoccupied with the 


Philippine phase of this offensive that 
they shut their eyes to the fact that the 
advance on Singapore is the main effort 
of the Japanese Army and Navy. Should 
Singapore be captured, Japan would have 
gained a strategie victory of the first 
magnitude, Simultaneously, the doom of 
Manila would be sealed, and Japan would 
have secured a naval base on the Indian 
Ocean from which submarines, aircraft, 
and cruisers could threaten the British 
lines of communication from England and 
America to India and the Near Eastern 
theater of war. The defense of Singa- 
pore, therefore, is the most important mili- 
tary problem now confronting the High 
Commands of the British and American 
armed forces. Compared to the capture of 
Singapore by the Japanese, the loss of the 
Philippines would be a reverse of only 
minor strategical importance, no matter 
how great the blow to American pride 
might be. 

Fortunately for us, the military situa- 
tion on both the Malay Peninsula and in 
the Philippines does not yet appear to be 
desperate, England and America, if they 
act together, ought to be able to 
strengthen the British garrison at Singa 
pore that this mighty fortress can hold 
out indefinitely against the = strongest 
pressure which Japan is capable of exert 
ing. It may, indeed, prove feasible, if 
our delaying detachments perform their 
assigned tasks, so to strengthen the garri 
son of the Philippines that it, too, can 
repulse the Japanese onslaught. Manila, 
however, lies much closer to Japan than 
Singapore, and hence is more difficult to 
defend. 

Americans should keep the time-factor 
sharply in mind when they read dis- 
patches from this East Asiatic theater of 
war. Japan’s military problem is not 
easy; Singapore must be captured with- 
in sixty days or it should never be cap- 
tured at all. Every day’s delay gained by 
the gallant troops of the British Empire 
fighting in the Malayan jungle strength- 
ens the probability of ultimate and com- 
plete American victory. Military men are 
aware that America and Great Britain 
will not have to endure indefinitely the 
strong pressure being exerted at the 
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moment by Japan against Manila and 
Singapore. Spring is not far off and 
Spring will bring a cessation of Japanese 
pressure in the South as a result of the 
outbreak of hostilities in Siberia and 
Manchuria. The Allied military problem 
is, therefore, a relatively simple one: to 
delay the present Japanese advance in 
the South until reinforcements can be 
rushed to the Far East, and at all cost to 
hold Singapore, citadel of the Australian- 
Indian Ocean base area. 

If Singapore be held along with Oahu, 
our two base areas and jump-off positions 
will remain intact. The prerequisite con- 
ditions for the coming offensive will then 
have been achieved. Oahu and Singapore: 
these are the two key strategie positions 
in the Asiatic war. Their retention is 
America’s immediate military problem, 


Navy Bond Campaign 

“We expect remarkable results from 
the Payroll Reservation Plan which goes 
into effect officially on 1 Jan.,” Rear Adm. 
Charles C. Conard, SC, USN-Ret., Diree- 
tor of the Navy Defense Bond Campaign, 
said this week, Admiral Conard explained 
that as a result of the plan, approval of 
which was granted by the Comptroller 
General, civilian employees of the Navy 
throughout Continental United States 
will be permitted to have deductions taken 
from their pay for the purchase of de- 
fense bonds. 

Explaining that this plan would greatly 
Stimulate sale of bonds especially among 
employees in the various Navy factories 
und Navy Yards, Admiral Conard cited 
the example at the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard, where the Payroll Reservation Plan 
was put into effect a month ago, as a re- 
sult of a mistake in correspondence. More 
than 12,000 workers at the Puget Sound 
Yard out of a total of 16,000 employees 
have become a part of the allotment plan, 
and from a monthly payroll which totals 
less than $3,000,000, these workers are 
subscribing $300,000 for the purchase of 
Defense Bonds. 

Furthering his optimistic outlook on 
the progress of the Navy’s Defense Bond 
Campaign, Admiral Conard said, “I 
heartily believe that we shall exceed our 
original estimate of $40,000,000 for the 
first year of the campaign.” He said that 
Navy Yard workmen “are thoroughly im- 
bued with the idea that they can show 
their patriotism by investing in these 
bonds.” 

To workers at the Charleston, 8S. C., 
Navy Yard, Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox dispatched the following telegram: 
“The voluntary action of 12,000 employ- 
of the Charleston Navy Yard in 
pledging to purchase 12,000 defense bonds 
totaling over $300,000 offers a conerete 
reply to the challenge of Pearl Harbor 
and Wake Island. This 100 per cent 
financial broadside,” Secretary Knox con- 
tinued, “offers a fine example to workers 
in private industry «as one effective 
method of fighting the rule of dictators.”

of existing vacancies in each grade on 
that date will be held by the War De- 
partment to be filled by calling officers of 
those grades to active duty from the 
Reserve Corps and by transfers and re- 
assignments to be made by the War De- 
partment from officers now on adminis- 
trative duties. 

General Douglas MacArthur, command- 
er of the Far East forces, already has 
power to make promotions up to grade of 
colonel. A number of such promotions 
already have been made and appear in 
this week's War Department orders. 

The promotions in the Regular Army 
now being made are designed to give these 
officers their mobilization rank and to 
equalize their rank with that of officers 
of like age and position in the other com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States, 

Hereafter, the wartime promotion 
policy will be followed. 

This new policy removes the existing 
suspension of promotion of officers of the 
Reserve Corps to grades of lieutenant 
colonel and colonel and of National Guard 
officers not on duty with National Guard 
units to those grades. It places officers of 
all components on the same basis for pro- 
motion. It decentralizes selection for pro- 
motion to field commanders who can base 
their recommendations upon personal ob- 
servation of demonstrated merit. 

The 575 lieutenant colonels of the pro- 
motion list are the remainder of the elig- 
ible list from which three groups of pro- 
motions already have been made. Origin- 
ally it was the intention to make further 
promotions from this eligible list in in- 
crements of about 100, but adoption of 
the new promotion system made it desir- 
able to make all these promotions first. 
Included in the list, however, are Air 
Corps officers who already hold temporary 
rank of colonel in that corps. Their in- 
clusion establishes their relative standing 
with their contemporaries of other 
branches, in the Army as a whole.

A U. S. Destroyer in Action 


The Navy Department released this 
week the following extract from the log 
of a U. 8S. destroyer in action at Pearl 
Harbor during the Japanese raid of Sun- 
day, 7 Dec. The log entry was timed 0758 
(7:58 a. m., Honolulu time). 

“Observed torpedo plane come in from di- 
rection of Merry Point between Navy Yard 
and Kuahua Island, 30 or 40 feet altitude, 
headed for a battleship. About 2 or 3 hundred 
yards from battleship dropped its torpedo and 
hit the battleship amidships. 

“Sounded general quarters and commence 
firing. 

“Hit fourth plane coming tn which was seen 
to crash in channel off Officers’ Club landing. 

“Machine gun fire on eighth plane made it 
swerve to left causing torpedo to drop and 
explode in bank about 30 feet ahead of this 
ship. Number one machine gun downed plane 
in Navy Yard channel, 

“Third torpedo plane which was hit was 
observed headed for two cruisers astern. 
Plane went out of control, dropped its tor- 
pedo. This was about the eleventh plane to 
come in. 

“Next plane hit came over dock but was 
downed with a short burst. Torpedo dropped 
in lumber pile and plane believed to have 
crashed on dock, 

“Fifth plane brought down came down on 
starboard side, nosed directly into air and 
spun into crash loosing its torpedo, 

“Sixth plane brought down was a dive 
bomber during second phase of attack and 
after torpedo attack. This plane was shot 
down by anti-aircraft gun and those from 
other ships.”

Navy Warrant Legislation 

With Congress due to reconvene for a 
new session on 5 Jan., prospects for early 
consideration of the Navy Department’s 
proposed warrant officer legislation ap- 
peared good this week. 

The legislation was prepared by the 
Navy Department, in response to a re- 
quest by the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee that the Navy write its own war- 
rant bill, in view of its constant opposi- 
tion to all similar measures brought be- 
fore Congress, and was submitted to the 
committee two weeks ago. 

The bill provides for an increased num- 
ber of appointments as ensign, lieutenant 
(junior grade) or lieutenant of warrant 
officers and chief warrant officers with 
three years’ service. For the first year 
after passage of the act there would be 
no age limits on such appointments. 

Committee Chairman Vinson has been 
out of town for the Christmas holidays 
and could not be reached for comment, 
but there is little doubt of his willingness 
to hold early hearings on the measure. 
He has supported enactment of legisla- 
tion to benefit warrant officers, and he 
himself wrote the bill last considered by 
the committee but opposed by the Navy 
Department. Action on his bill, which 
would set up ranks of commissioned war- 
rant ensign, warrant lieutenant (jg) and 
warrant lieutenant, has been deferred 
pending receipt of the department’s own 
bill. 

Text of the department’s bill was 
printed on the first page of the 20 Dec. 
1941 issue of the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL. 

“The bill is a pretty good compromise,” 
said Representative Mass, of Minnesota, 
ranking minority member of the commit- 
tee, of the bill. He pointed out, however, 
that he still favored establishment of a 
third warrant grade, above the present 
grade of chief warrant officer, and in- 

tended to press for inclusion of that fea- 
ture in the bill when hearings were held. 

Another committee member who ex- 
pressed great interest in warrant officer 
legislation when hearings were held in 
October was Representative Magnuson, 
of Washington. Mr. Magnuson is now re- 


porting for active duty in the Navy, but 
his office stated this week that a copy 


of the Navy Department’s proposed bill 
would be sent to him for his comments. 





Columnist in Navy Part Time 

Walter Winchell, 
columnist, who has held a commission in 
the Navy Reserve since 1934, is now on 
part time active duty in New York City. 
Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, USN, 
commandant of the Third Naval District, 
and Commander, North Atlantic Naval 
Coastal Frontier, announced this week 
that Winchell will devote four days a 
week to his Naval service. He will be on 
volunteer active duty and will serve with- 
out pay. 

The public relations officer, Lt. Comdr. 
John T. Tuthill, jr., UNR, has detailed 
Winchell to duties in the Press Section in 
the Federal Office Building, New York 
City. Winchell was originally commis- 
sioned a lieutenant in the Naval Reserve 
in 1934 and in recent months was pro- 
moted to be a lieutenant commander. 





Promotions for Meritorious 
Conduct 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has author- 
ized Flag Offices of the United States 
Fleet to award advancements in rating 
up to and including Chief Petty Officer 
acting appointments in recognition of 
especially meritorious conduct in action. 

Such advancements may now be made 
regardless of vacancies and service re- 
quirements.

Marines in Trinidad 

“There is a war on and come ‘Hell or 
high water’ we are going to win it,” a 
Marine Corps private, first class, sta- 
tioned at Trinidad has written officials at 
Marine Corps Headquarters.

Government Life Insurance 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox has 
sent a dispatch to all ships and naval 
establishments calling attention of per- 
sonnel to the fact that members of the 
naval service on active duty who desire 
National Service Life Insurance may now 
apply for it without medical examination. 
The time limit is 120 days from 20 Dee, 
1941. 

Ten thousand dollars is the maximum 
of such insurance that may be carried. 
If one has but part of that amount in 
effect and desires to increase it to the full 
ten thousand, he may do so, Allotments 
to cover payment of premium for Decem- 
ber or January will be accepted when 
mailed or placed in official channels dur- 
ing those months even though received 
after the end of those months.

ATHER than jeopardize the chances of enacting new pay schedules for the Armed 
R Services, the entrance of the United States into war with the Axis powers 
should definitely enhance them. There has been some disposition to interpret the 
Bureau of the Budget’s long delay in reporting on the proposed pay increases as fore- 
casting administration opposition to the measure, It is more likely, however, that the 
delay may be due to consideration of the pay proposals being temporarily sidetracked 
because of the enormous press of affairs of a more momentous nature. We are con- 
fident that when the Director of the Budget Bureau and the President find time, at 
the same time, to discuss the pay increases that the President, who, as commander- 
in-chief, knows the service problems antf the importance of pay to morale and morale 
to efficiency, will give his endorsement to the measure. It will be recalled that not 
very many months ago the Bureau of the Budget gave its approval, which means also 
the President’s approval, to legislation designed to give sizeable increases within 
grade to civilian employees of the government, This, like the service pay increases, 
is in line with the trend now and in recent years in civilian industry and business 
where salary increases and increased standards of living have been the watchword. 
The services included in the proposed bidl (Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the Public Health Service) have not had any sub- 
stantial increases since 1908, There was a revision in 1922, but it resulted in an over- 
all increase of negligible proportions. Thus these forces are trying to live on 1942 
standards and prices on a 1908 income, The emergency, and now the war, has made 
this problem more and more pressing, for thousands of officers, warrant officers, 
nurses, and enlisted men have been transferred to new stations outside of the con- 
tinental United States. These bases in the Atlantic and the Pacific intrease far above 
normal the cost of comfortable living. Prices are high and goods are scarce. Further- 
more, in most instances, and it will soon.be in all cases, families can not accompany 
service personnel to the new bases. This means the necessity for setting up a separate 
establishment for their dependents with its attendant costs. Then, too, many of the 
new officers and enlisted men have actual dependents at home to whom they must 
send money but for whom they receive no additional pay or allowances. 

There is also the great need of pay increases to personnel on the retired lists. 
Many of these officers and men are returning to active duty at rates of pay which 
make it extremely difficult for them to maintain the homes which they established in 
their retirement. Application of increases to the retired pay, too, is a vital matter for 
it gives assurance to those in active servjce that they need not worry about their 
future and it gives more adequate reward fo those who have devoted their lives to 
the service. In view of these facts, and miiny others, we urge President Roosevelt to 
give his approval to the pay bill and to recommend its prompt enactment by Congress. 


N a comprehensive, factual statement, the text of which is published in this issue of 
I the ARMY AND Navy JourNnat, Admiral Land, Chairman of the United States Mari- 
time Commission, acquaints the American public with the wartime status of the na- 
tion’s merchant shipbuilding program at the end of 1941. While Admiral Land makes 
no attempt to draw a conclusion for the public, he does point out that the United States 
is in the most advantageous position in its history as far as maritime preparedness 
is concerned. The facts behind this assertion constitute a tribute to Admiral Land 
and the Maritime Commission for their great accomplishments in this vital field of 
American protection and security. It has not been an easy task to revive an almost 
decadent merchant shipbuilding industry and to give it the impetus necessary to 
meet the emergency defense requirements not only of our own country but of the 
ether nations battling the Axis powers. What has been accomplished by a govern- 
mental agency that has been in existence only five years should inspire in the public 
mind that confidence which is so necessary to the maintenance of morale at a time 
when every enemy effort is directed toward tearing it down. Also inspiring is the fact 
that while the majority of our defense production efforts are for materials, most of 
which will become obsolete and useless after the war, the Maritime Commission’s 
plans for defense shipbuilding are integrated with post-war plans, so that the return 
of peace should find our merchant marine in a more secure position than ever before.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The machinery for the creation of an unified plan of grand strategy 
for the 30-odd anti-Axis nations moved forward this week at a goodly pace and at 
many points in the world. Britain’s ubiquitous Prime Minister, Winston Churchill, 
kept the spot light of cooperation on his visit to Ottawa and his return to Washing- 
ton, but dispatches from Moscow early in the week revealed that Anthony Eden has 
been there for two weeks conferring with Stalin. Thus, whatever plans and policies 
Churchill was prepared to put before President Roosevelt are now also under con- 
sideration by Stalin. In China the Chung King government is being kept up-to-date 
on the world wide plans and her cooperation being sought by General Wavell, com- 
mander of Britain's India forces, and representatives of our Army and Air Force. 
Before Churchill returns to England, perhaps in the next few days, it is moré than 
likely that a joint statement will be issued setting forth the basis of cooperation and 
as much of the general plan of strategy as is felt will be good for the peoples of the 
anti-Axis nations without being too helpful to the Axis leaders. 

While Eden keeps in touch with the Soviet, it is the task of the United States to 
keep the other American republics informed of the progress of the cooperative move- 
ments and bespeak their efforts in carrying forward the plans. Because of this, the 
forthcoming Pan American meetings, to which Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles is our representative, have even more than ordinary importance. Our failure 
to prevent invasion of the Philippines, and the grave doubt that we will be able to 
hold the island of Luzon, makes Mr. Welles position more difficult than usual, for 
there doubtless will be some who will reason that if the help of the United States was 
not effective in saving the homelands of the Filipinos it will not be effective in saving 
South America from invasion. There has been a vast improvement in the relations 
between the United States and her southern neighbors in recent years, an improve- 
ment which may be credited largely to the fine work of Cordell Hull as Secretary of 
State, and to his Under Secretary Sumner Welles. Nevertheless there are many 
problems there. Brazil, which has traditionally been a friend of the United States, 
has a difficult situation in her state of Rio Grande do Sul where more than 500,000 
Germans live and where only this week there were clashes, “with some dead,” between 
the Brazilian police and the German populace. Storm Troopers are known to be or- 
ganized there in spite of Government bans to the contrary. Dispatches from the 
south this week also tell of Mexico’s difficulties with “alarmists, saboteurs, inter- 
national spies, and fifth columnists who endanger the stability of our institutions.” 
From Ecuador and Nicaragua there are also reports of difficulties with Nazi agents. 
Venezuela on 31 Dec. definitely broke off diplomatic relations with Germany, Italy, 
and Japan. 

In protesting so vigorously against the seizure of St. Pierre and Miquelon by 
the Free French, the United States was merely carrying forward the basic policy 
of the Monroe Doctrine which has consistently guided our actions in similar matters 
over many years. Under the Monroe Doctrine the United States has always opposed 
the transfer of territories within the Western Hemisphere to any outside power. It is 
likewise true that the United States has sought to maintain the territorial status 
quo, which was exemplified in the agreement reached last week with Rear Admiral 
Georges Robert, Vichy High Commissioner, to preserve the status quo of Martinique. 
While this adherence to the Monroe Doctrine is fundamental, it is also true that the 
United States, even while extending Lease-lend aid to the DeGaulle regime, has en- 
deavored to keep on good terms with the Vichy government. By doing so we are 
enabled to continue our diplomatic efforts to restrain collaboration between Vichy and 
the Hitler government. Likewise, by having our official representatives in France we 
continue to have “eyes” in Europe and while they do not see all, they doubless see 
much that would be difficult to view otherwise. 











Signal Corps—Brig. Gen. Charles M. Milliken, SC, commanding general, Signal 
Corps Replacement Training Center, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., has been ordered to duty 
in the Office of the Chief Signal Officer, where he will assume new duties as chief of 
the important Operations Branch. General Milliken succeeds Col. O. K. Sadtler, SC, 
who becomes chief of the newly recreated Army Communications Branch. 

At the same time, Lt. Col. Frank E, Stoner, Signal Officer, Third Army, San An- 
tonio, Tex., Was ordered to duty as commanding officer of the Replacement Training 
Center at Ft. Monmouth. 

In a holiday message to officers and enlisted men of the Signal Corps, Maj. Gen. 
Dawson Olmstead, Chief Signal Officer said, “Constantly remember the Signal Corps 
is responsible for the communications of the Army. Its primary mission is to get the 
message through. Its other responsibilities are only a means to that end. We who 
wear the crossed flags of the Signal Corps of the United States Army must be ever 
alert, vigilant, and determined that each message delivered to us is dispatched prompt- 
ly, safeguarded on its way, and delivered accurately at its destination. Failure to 
fight the message through shirks the high tradition of our Corps. Therefore, during the 
present emergency, regardless of personal sacrifice, our motto is: GET THE MESSAGE 
THROUGH!” 


Medical Department—The Army’s new psychopathic hospital, leased from the 
commonwealth of Kentucky and located at Danville, Ky., has been designated as 
“Darnall General Hospital” in honor of the late Brig. Gen, Carl Rogers Darnall, who 
died at the Walter Reed General Hospital, Washington, D. C., 18 Jan., 1941. General 
Darnall, a graduate of the Jefferson Medical College, entered the military service 
27 Oct., 1896, as Surgeon and rose through the ranks to be appointed Assistant Surgeon 
General in 1929. 

During the World War, General Darnall served as executive officer in the Office 
of the Surgeon General, after which he served as Department Surgeon in Hawaii. 
In 1929, he was appointed Assistant Surgeon General with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral and was serving in this capacity at the time of his retirement in 1931. 

General Darnall was the recipient of the Distinguished Service Medal for organiz- 
ing and administering the Supply Division of the Medical Department during the 
World War. He is also credited with originating the use of liquid chlorination of 
water when he was at the Army Medical School as Professor of Chemistry. 

The Office of the Surgeon General is now located in the Maritime Building, 1818 
H Street, N. W., following its removal from the New Social Security Building, 4th and 
C Streets, 8S. W. 

The War Department has promulgated new regulations, AR 350-1000, concerning

Medical Department professional service schools, which outline the general provisions, 
instruction, students, investigation and research, and production at these schoglg 
The regulations supersede those of 28 July, 1933, including C 1, 23 Dec., 1935, ang 
section I, Circular No. 37, War Department, 1938. 


Armored Force—One hundred and nine officers and 1,114 enlisted men from 19 
different units of the Armored Force, including the five armored divisions, begay 
the New Year by reporting for duty to the Armored Force School for courses in tan, 
mechanics, auto mechanics, radio operation and gunnery instruction. The largest 
contingent of 223 men were from Pine Camp, N. Y., home of the 4th Armored Division, 
The 1st and 5th Armored Divisions, now stationed at Ft. Knox, each sent 187 ang 
178 men respectively, and Ft. Benning, Ga., home of the “Hell on Wheels” 2nq 
Armored Division released 183 men for duty at the Armored Force School. The 
majority of officers came from the 1st Armored Division, commonly known as “Ojq 
Ironsides.” 

The Radio Operators course absorbed 305 men, the largest of all those Clagges 
to be formed. The auto mechanics course enrolled 206 men each and the tank mechanics 
courses each claimed a total of 247 soldiers. Fifty of the officers were assigned to the 
gunnery instruction course and the remaining 59 to communications. When they haye 
successfully passed their courses, these men will be added to the rolls listing the 
13,000 technicians already turned out by the Armored Force School. 

Strange as it may seem, a U. 8S. Armored Division has 8,000 more weapons than 
men. The ultra-mechanized “blitz” machine has 12,000 men and 20,000 guns, ranging 
from the .45 caliber pistol to the 105 mm. howitzer. The seemingly unbalanced ratis 
of men and weapons is not due to an over-production of pellet-sprayers. The varied 
activities of an armored division require that some of the men fire as many as five 
different weapons from their armored vehicles. The tremendous fire power of an 
armored division is illustrated by the fact that it requires 600 tons of all classes of 
ammunition for one day of combat. By comparison, the square Infantry division uses 
39 tons and the motorized triangular division 55 tons. 

With the claim of being the first musical unit of its kind in any of the nation’s 
army camps, the symphony orchestra of the Fifth Armored Division made its debut 
before a large gathering of officers and their families in the gymnasium of Post High 
School, Ft. Knox, Ky., last Sunday afternoon. With its 35-pieces, the symphony 
orchestra, complete with brass, string and wind instruments, treated the classics of 
Bach, Strauss and Beethoven with finesse. Under the direction of Pvt. Louis Ormandy, 
of Headquarters Company, a professional violinist in civilian life, the orchestra boasts 
many talented artists, some of whom are officers in the division, The orchestra was 
formed on 13 Nov. of this year. For vocal support the orchestra relies on the 30-voice 
Victory Chorus, now in its infancy. 


Army Air Forces—Maj. Gen. Walter R. Weaver, comanding general, Southeast 
Air Corps Training Center, has assumed the additional temporary duties of acting 
chief of the Air Corps, pending the return of Maj. Gen. George H. Brett, who is now 
on a special military mission. 

To meet an increasing demand for meteorologists in the Army Air Forces, the Air 
Yorps is offering training in meteorology to a limited number of young men with suit- 
able educational and physical qualifications, according to a War Department an- 
nouncement released this week. Applicants who qualify will be appointed Aviation 
Cadets, and upon completion of training will receive commissions as second liev- 
tenants, Air Corps Reserve, and be assigned to active duty. 

Universities already designated as training centers are the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, Cambridge, Mass.; the California Institute of Technology, Pasa- 
dena, Calif.; New York University, New York, N. Y.; University of Chicago, Chicago, 
Ill.; and University of California, Los Angeles, Calif. 

The prospective candidate must have passed his 20th but not his 27th birthday, 
must be unmarried, a citizen, and be in excellent health. In addition, he must be at 
least in his senior year at a recognized college and must have specialized in the 
sciences or engineering, and should have satisfactorily completed thorough courses 
in mathematics, including differential and integral calculus, and in physics, including 
heat and thermodynamics. The War Department prefers, too, that the candidate should 
have had some training in differential equations and vector analysis. 

At the same time, it was announced that officers of all branches of the Army of 
the United States are also being considered for this training, scheduled to begin 1 
March, provided they meet, in addition to the educational requirements, the following 
additional requirements: The officer must be recommended and have his application 
approved by his military superiors; must have an efficiency rating acceptable to the 
Chief of Air Corps; and agree to serve three years on extended active duty with the 
Air Corps after completion of such training. 

The War Department has tentatively selected sites for seven locations for the 
construction of new Air Bases in the Midwest and Southwest. Conditional upon ap 
proval for construction, the new basés will be built in the vicinity of Sioux City, lowa; 
Topeka, Kans.; Pueblo, Colo.; Fort Worth, Tex. ; El Paso, Tex. ; Lampoc-Maria Area, 
Calif.; and Reno, Nev. 

In order to release student officers and instructors for other duties, the Army 
Air Corps Engineering School, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, temporarily has suspended 
instruction. Officers affected include Maj. A. R. Maxwell, assistant commandant ; Cap 
tains Clifford F. Macomber, Waymond A. Davis and Edward G. DeHart; and First 
Lieutenants Don Coupland, MacPherson Morgan, William N. Boaz, jr., Bruce B. Price, 
Victor L. Anderson, Marcus F. Cooper, John H. Carter, Roy W. Gustafson and Whitmell 
T. Rison, who have been assigned to duty with the Materiel Division at Wright Field. 


Japanese Bomb Sight—Inspired by the large number of hits made upon Army and 
Navy targets at Pearl Harbor, reports are being widely circulated that the Japanese 
possess a superior type of bomb-sight. In commenting, however, air officers point out 
that generally a bomb-sight is of little value to aircraft that sweep to within a few 
hundred feet of a target. This the Japanese did consistently. There was little opposl- 
tion to the Japanese attack from the air and they had the advantage of surprise. 
Official communiques from the War Department have mentioned instances where 
Japanese planes flew so low as to strafe civilians with machine-gun fire. Certainly 
such low-flying aircraft would have only the slightest possibility of a miss. Over 
military installations, of course, the planes were often held to a great height by antl 
aircraft fire. But a target as large as an airdrome would be relatively easy to hit, 
regardless of the potentiality of the bomb-sight. 

Most generally the Japanese attacks on Hawaii and subsequently on the Philip 
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were made from low altitudes where the ability of a bomb-sight cannot be ac- 
erately determined. One Air Corps official stated that the attack on Pearl Harbor 
and other points on Oahu was made by the most obsolete Japanese planes which were 
piloted by the most inexperienced or poorest of pilots. The use of such planes and 
such pilots was, to him, an indication that the Japanese never expected the majority of 
these pilots and planes to return. That many did return to their bases is known. 
However, the Japanese did lose a great number of planes and in several instances 
“gicidal actions” by the Japanese pilots were observed, this officer said. He cited 
oe instance where a Japanese plane, loaded with bombs, deliberately dove into the 
hangar at Hickam Field. That there were other similar instances of total disregard 
for personal safety by the Japanese pilots, he had no doubts, 

Generally it appears that officials of the Army Air Corps regard the Japanese air 
force as Japan’s most powerful weapon. This weapon is now being used to its fullest 
extent. The enemy’s initial surprise attack on airdromes in Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines caused serious damage which as yet has not been totally repaired. 


Navy Tugs—Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox has assigned names to 15 fleet 
tugs under construction in private shipyards. In accordance with Naval policy, the 
nmes of Indian tribes were assigned to the tugs. The names of the vessels and the 
shipyards where they are being built are as follows: USS Bannock and USS Carib, 
Charleston Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Co., Charleston, 8. C.; USS Chickasaw, USS 
(ree, USS Lipan, and USS Mataco, United Engineering Co., San Francisco, Calif. ; 
($8 Moreno, USS Narragansett, USS Nauset, USS Pinto, and USS Seneca, Cramp 
shipbuilding Co., Philadelphia, Pennsylvania ; USS Tawasa, USS Tekesta, USS Yuma 
ad USS Zuni, Commercial Lron Works, Portland, Oregon. The name Narragansett 
formerly was held by a ferryboat employed in the transportation of Naval personnel. 
The ferryboat has been renamed the Taposa. 


fish Poisoning in Caribbean—Several types of fish popularly considered as edible 
throughout the islands of the Eastern Caribbean should be eliminated from the human 
diet in the opinion of Lt. Comdr. Robert L, Gilman, MC, USNR, because of the fre- 
quency with which they cause fish poisoning. Speaking 18 Dec. at the School of 
Tropical Medicine at San Juan, P. R., Dr. Gilman read a paper on the “Problem of 
Fish Poisoning in the Area of Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands.” He included on his 
fish black list the barracuda, and most of the “jack” fish—amberjack, shipjack, yellow- 
jack and horse-eyed jack. The king fish and red snapper are not always innocent, ac- 
cording to medical records, he said. 

Until Dr. Gilman studied ten cases of fish poisoning in Culebra during the latter 
part of last May he held to the theory, based on a study of reported cases of fish 
pisoning, that the months from March to August were free from such occurances. 
At Culebra, during the May “epidemic,” all ten people who had eaten a 20 pound 
tarracuda were taken ill; three cats died after eating some of the fish and one dog 
was taken ill. The Culebra incident tended to upset the seasonal theory of fish 
poisoning. 

Some of the facts and beliefs concerning the nature of fish poisoning listed by 
Dr, Gilman include: The poisoning is not confined to a single species of fish or related 
species; not all of the fish of the same species and size, caught at the same time and 
place, are poisonous; poisoning after eating king fish is occasional, after eating bar- 
neuda frequent, and after eating the “jack” fish more frequent; fish poisoning varies 
with the location and depth of the catch; small fish are less apt to be poisonous than 
larger fish ; poisoning is more likely to occur during the spawning season than at other 
times; one experiment of fish poisoning confers no immunity. 

Symptoms of poisoning develop from one to six hours after eating the con- 
tuminated fish and include nausea, vomitting and diarrhea, There is a tingling and 
itching of the skin that may last for days. There is a distinct metalic taste in the 
mouth, Cramps in the extremities may occur. This may be followed by weakness 
inthe legs with possible temporary paralyses. The course may run from one to three 
weeks with gradual recovery. No fatalities from fish poisoning have been recorded, 
according to Dr. Gilman. 

“The actual cause of fish poisoning is not known,” said Dr. Gilman. One fre- 
quently quoted cause of poisoning has been the possible contamination of feeding 
ind breeding grounds by copper, and the copper theory holds out the most interest 
and possibilities for further investigation, in Dr. Gilman’s opinion. 

The toxin is not removed by any of the methods of cooking fish or by pre- 
liminary salting prior to its preparation as a food. Poisonous fish cannt be con- 
iistently recognized by any infallible test or observation so that, in Dr. Gilman’s 
pinion “a study and determination of the source of the poisoning and the methods or 
Prevention constitute a problem vital to a people who, because of instability of food 
‘supply, must or should depend much more on fish as a source of food.”

Enlisted Pilots—What is perplexing Army officials in charge of the pilot training 
Program is the small number of applications so far received from enlisted men of 
the Army of the United States for training as aviation students. This pilot training 
8o0pen to any enlisted man between 18 and 22 years of age, inclusive, who can pass 
the required physical examination, who is a high school graduate, and who can attain 
«mark of 100 or higher on the Army general classification test. 

It has been the plan of the War Department to fill a full 20 per cent of all pilot 
billets in Air Force tactical units with enlisted men. This would make possible the 
‘mployment of many thousands of noncommissioned pilots in addition to those who 
already have applied for such training. To date, the Army has 1,471 aviation students 
i training, an additional 1,041 enlisted men on the eligible list for assignment as 
aviation students, and is processing 575 applications, for a total of 3,087 men. 

The method of making application for flight training is outlined for enlisted 
men in Army Regulations 615-150, which was issued 1 Aug. 1941. This regulation 
states that application for flight training may be made in a simple letter addressed 
through channels to the corps area commander. An outline of the letter is contained 
i the regulation. Men accepted as aviation students attend school in their current 

» receiving pay of their grade plus 50 per cent flight pay. They remain as 
‘acancies in their old units pending final completion or failure of the pilot training 
‘ourse, Upon completion of the training, the enlisted pilots are warranted as flight 
“af sergeants, and receive a staff sergeant’s pay, plus 50 per cent flight pay. After 
(ree years’ service, they are commissioned flight technical sergeants, and after an- 
other three years’ service, as flight master sergeants. The warrant ranks are also 
pen to qualified noncommissioned pilots. As in the case of commissioned pilots, 
$10,000 in government insurance is carried for the men while they are in training. 





Ordnance Department—“We are now turning out more tanks in one week than 
we did during the entire World War I,” Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of Ord- 
nance, revealed this week in a radio interview with Fulton Lewis, jr., broadcast over 
the facilities of the Mutual Broadcasting Co. Also appearing on the program was Rear 
Adm. Samuel M. Robinson, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Ships. 

General Wesson disclosed that “to date, 80 per cent of the money obligated by. 
the War Department to build facilities for Ordnance production has been for the 
construction of new plants.” The Ordnance chief pointed out that the high percentage 
of new construction was made necessary because of a complete lack of facilities, He 
cited ammunition powder and shell plants as being practically non-existent before 
the Army expansion. 

Manufacturers of Ordnance materiel have been greatly aided by the Ordnance 
Department display rooms located in the 13 Ordnance District Offices. The display 
rooms, in operation since early last spring, are utilized by manufacturers who are 
invited to examine the various ordnance items and their components. In addition to 
the actual materiel, the Ordnance display rooms maintain files of drawings, specifica- 
tions, and descriptions of manufacture, detailing step by step processes based on 
past experience of ordnance manufacturing arsenals and industrial plants, 


Quartermaster Corps—The Army’s fieet of harbor boats will shortly be increased 
by the addition of several hundred craft now on order, or for which contracts are in 
the process of being awarded, Quartermaster Corps officials said this week. The Army’s 
harbor vessels fall into two general classes—those designed for some specific function 
in Harbor Defense work, and those used for transportation of passengers and supplies, 

The harbor boats include speedy “crash” boats of the Air Corps which dash to 
the scene of an accident, and ambulance boats, largest of this group, which are used 
to remove sick or injured soldiers from island Army posts to mainland hospitals. 

In addition to the vessels used entirely for defense, the Army operates a fleet of 
freight and passenger boats, ferries, barges, scows and lighters and tugs to tow them. 

The largest purchase of Army Type “C” Field Ration ever made, totaling 30,000,- 
000 cans, was announced last week by Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Barzynski, commanding 
general Chicago Quartermaster Depot. It was explained that large portions of Type 
“C” Ration will probably be shipped to the Far East for emergency use and consump- 
tion by troops in the Philippines and other Eastern Stations. 

The 30,000,000 cans, largest one day’s purchase of a single Quartermaster Sub- 
sistence item made at the Chicago Depot, comprise 5,000,000 full individual rations— 
one day’s ration consists of six cans—three of the meat component and three of the 
biscuit component. 


Chemical Warfare Service—Lt. Col. George J. B. Fisher, CWS, has been assigned 
to duty in the Office of the Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, where he will as- 
sume direction of the Civil Defense Division. Colonel Fisher, executive officer at the 
Chemical Warfare Service Civilian Defense School, Edgewood Arsenal, Md., has been 
on the West Coast where he directed a group of eight Chemical Warfare Service of- 
ficers in the presentation of three-day instruction courses in civilian defense. 

Colonel Fisher succeeds 1st Lt. John N. Dick, CWS, as chief of the Civil Defense 
Division. Lieutenant Dick has been detailed for duty as military aide to Mayor Fiorel- 
lo LaGuardia, Director, Office of Civilian Defense, For the past two weeks, pending 
Colonel Fisher's arrival in Washington, Lieutenant Dick divided his time between 
the Office of Civilian Defense and the Office of the Chief of the Chemical Warfare 
Service, in carrying out duties which are very much allied. 

The assignment of Lt. Col. Edwin ©. Maling, CWS, from Headquarters, IV Army 
Corps, Jacksonville, Fla., to duty at Edgewood Arsenal, Md., would indicate that he 
will assume Colonel Fisher’s duties as executive officer of the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice School. 

Army orders released last week assign Lieutenant Colonels Harry A. Kuhn, 
Harry R. Lebkicher, and Sterling E. Whitesides, jr.. CWS, to duty as commanding 
officers of the New York, Chicago, and Boston Chemical Warfare Procurement Dis- 
tricts, respectively. These officers had been previously designated as executive officers 
at these stations. The change in orders was made to bring these positions to the same 
status as that held by the commanding officers of the San Francisco and Pittsburgh 
Procurement Districts. 

Maj. Gen. William N. Porter, Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, appeared 
this week on the “We the People” broadcast, when he read an unofficial letter of 
commendation from Under Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson to Mr, Joseph G, 
Smith, a civilian employee at a Pennsylvania plant manufacturing gas masks for the 
Chemical Warfare Service, who suffered severe burns when he recently prevented a 
serious explosion by thrusting his hand into a burning acetelyne tank and turning off 
a red hot valve handle. General Porter had previously cited Mr. Smith in a letter 
of commendation for his heroic act. 

General Porter will make his second radio broadcast of the week when he appears 
on the “Spirit of 42” broadcast tomorrow, 4 Jan., over the facilities of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System. The program, to be broadcast from 2-2:30 P. M., will feature 
the activities of the Chemical Warfare Service. Brig. Gen. R. L. Avery, commanding 
general, Edgewood Arsenal, is also scheduled to speak. 

As a result of the pressure of war-time activities, the Chemical Warfare Service 
now has an officer on duty 24 hours of the day. In addition, a small group of civilian 
employees works until after midnight performing clerical work and operating tele- 
type machines. 

Following return of General Porter from an inspection trip to the new Chemical 
Warfare Service arsenal now under construction at Pine Bluff, Ark., it was reported 
this week that production will begin at the new plant late in the summer of 1942. 
The plant will manufacture incendiary bombs. At the same time, it was pointed out 
by Chemical Warfare Service officials that a new plant will begin operation this month 
at Edgewood Arsenal, Md., and that production at Huntsville, Ala., Arsenal would 
begin on or before 1 April. 


Army Officer Matters—A wartime promotion policy covering all Army officers has 


been issued by the War Department, as noted in these columns last week. Prior to 
institution of this policy, the Army is promoting to colonel and to lieutenant colonel 
the lieutenant colonels and majors who remain on the eligible list. A number of 
captains and lieutenants of the Medical Corps are also being advanced to higher 
grades, as stated elsewhere in this issue, 

Of interest to the approximately 400 colonels and junior officers who will be 
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subject to retirement on 30 June 1942 because of having reached age 60, is the War 
Department's indicated policy of retaining on active service following retirement 
every one of these officers who is physically qualified for duty. Because of the need 
for these officers, the War Department will not retain any of these 400 colonels on the 
active list, although it is permitted by the act of 13 June 1940 to retain five per 
cent of overage colonels. Since all officers are to be retained on duty, it would not boost 
morale to have, for example, two overage colonels in the same office—one retained on 
the active list and the other recalled to duty the day after retirement as a retired 
officer. 

The War has produced two phenomena in the current Special Orders. One is 
the large number of revocations of retirement orders. Officials of the Adjutant 
General's Office state that a great number of officers who had voluntarily applied for 
retirement and were on terminal leave, had immediately after the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, asked that they be retained in active service. 

In this week's orders will be found assignments of Brig. Gen. Leonard T. Gerow to 
the General Staff Corps as assistant chief of staff, War Plans Division, and of Brig. 
Gen, Sherman Miles, to the General Staff Corps, as assistant chief of staff, G-2. Both 
of these officers have been serving in those respective posts, but because of the National 
Defense Act’s limitation on the time which can be spent in a staff assignment, had been 
serving as acting members of the staff only. A number of other officers are also being 
issued permanent assignments to the general staff as a result of the war’s removal 
of the limitation. Additional general officers are now serving in at least two branches 
of the general staff, but this condition has been characterized as temporary only, and 
is expected soon to be eliminated by the reassignment of the surplus officers, 

Just as soon as the Judge Advocate General can find the legal authority, the 
Army is going to reduce minimum age for commissions in the Army of the United 
States from 21 to 19 years. The reduced age will apply to pilots, too, It is hoped 
to put the plan into effect without special legislation. 

Some of the disadvantages of married life are about to be removed for persons 
desirous of a pilot’s wings. The War Department has decided that married men may 
be appointed either as aviation cadets or as aviation students. 


Army Chaplains—President Roosevelt this week sent to the Senate the nomination 
of Ch. William R. Arnold to be Chief of Chaplains for an additional four years. Chap- 
lain Arnold’s tour as chief expired on 22 Dec., and since that date he has been serving 
as acting chief. 

Officials in the Office of the Chief of Chaplains said this week that many monthly 
reports reaching the office indicating detached service for the purpose of attending 
denomination conventions or conferences carry with them no actual report of the 
conferences, Officials explain the granting of detached service for this purpose is pred- 
icated on the supposition that contacts made in the denominational gatherings have 
a definite value not only to the individual but also to the Office of the Chief of Chap- 
lains. Therefore, it is requested that a report be made for each period of detached 
service for the purpose of attending denominational meetings. This report may be 
attached as an inclosure to the monthly report which indicates detached service. 

Circular Letter No, 142 informs chaplains that provisions of regulations and the 
long-standing custom of the service demand that chaplains be addressed as “Chaplain” 
no matter what grade they may hold. It was emphasized that the promotion of the 
Chief of Chaplains to Brigadier General does not change the form of address; it is 
still “Chaplain.” 

Chaplain Edwards, Chief Chaplain, Royal Air Force, London, Eng., paid his 
respects to the Chief of Chaplains on 24 Dee. 


Dependents Overseas—With the United States at war, both the Army and Navy are 
taking steps to keep dependents of service personnel in continental United States. 
Both services have issued orders that officers and men ordered to foreign service 
may not take dependents with them. The Navy’s order is all-inclusive, while the Army’s 
instructions exempt Puerto Rico and permit service personnel to take their dependents 
to that territory. The Army is also expecting to take steps at convenient times to 
repatriate those dependents already in overseas possessions. The Navy has made 
no announcement on this point.

II, Acquisition of real estate——In connection with Section I, Circular No, 248, 





War Department, 1941, the following is published for the information and guidance 


of all concerned: 

1. With the exception of the acquisition of trespass rights, and such other 
exceptions as may be specifically authorized from time to time, the Chief of En- 
gineers is charged with the execution of the administrative details in connection 
with the acquisition and disposal of real estate, 

2. The Chief of Engineers is responsible that acquisitions are accomplished in 
accordance with War Department directives and that expensive tracts bordering 
on roads or other boundaries are eliminated whenever this section will not de- 
crease the general usefulness of the area for the purpose for which it is being 
acquired. Boundaries or priorities of acquisition will not be changed without authority 
of the Chief of Engineers. 

3. To avoid any possibility of misunderstanding by civilian property owners 
and resultant embarrassment to the War Department, under no circumstances will 
commitments be made, either by negotiation or by the dissemination of informa- 
tion to the public, by any authority other than the Chief of Engineers. 

Ill. Transfer of construction and real estate activities from the Quartermaster 
Corps to the Corps of E’ngineers.—In connection with Section I, Circular No. 248, 
War Department, 1941, the following is published for the information and guidance 
of all concerned :

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1. Pending the issue of revised regulations and instructions, existing Army ang 
other regulations, circulars, orders, bulletins, etc., will remain in full force and effect 
in regard to purpose for which intended, the duties, responsibilities, authorities, ete, 
covered by the above falling on corresponding or appropriate agencies or officigg of 
the Corps of Engineers with respect to activities transferred from the Quartermaster 
Corps to the Corps of Engineers.

For these excepted items, the 
District Engineer in charge of the Engineer District which has its headquarters |p. 
cated in the same city as Corps Area Headquarters will handle these matters Within 
the boundaries of the Corps Area. 

e. District Engineer.—There is no office in the Quartermaster Corps which corre 
sponds exactly to this office. The District Engineer is in charge of a geographical 
district, and supervises the work of Area Engineers in addition to other duties,

Separate Air Force—Renewed efforts to obtain enactment of this bill setting wp 
a separate air force will be made by Senator McCarran, of Nevada, the senator has 
stated. Mr. McCarran said that he would attempt to have the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee hold hearings early in 1942 on his bill, 8S. 1635, which provides for absorp 
tion of the Army and Navy air forces in a single air force. Units of the force would be 
made available to Army or Navy commanders for specific purposes, the bill proposes, 
while, at the same time, land or naval units could be placed under Air Force officers 
when need for such a force arose. 

Secretary of War Stimson in his annual report, published last week, criticized 
the move, and said that the Army Air Force “should not be subjected to the destruc 
tive efforts of hasty legislation.” Other Army and Navy officials, including Secretary 
of the Navy Knox and General Marshall, have opposed the proposal. 

From another quarter came criticism of 8. 1635, as Mr. Bill Cunningham, news- 
paper columnist, charged that the separate R.A.F. had been responsible for many of 
Britain’s reverses. Among Mr. Cunningham’s charges were that the R.A.I’. had largely 
been responsible for the Crete disaster through failure to support land and naval 
units, that the R.A.F. had blasted a British tank column in Libya and caused the re 
verse in North Africa last spring, and that the R.A.F. in its search for the Germap 
battleship Bismarck had actually attacked and damaged the King George V. 

In the House this week the arguments pro and con for a separate air force were 
rehashed as the result of a short speech by Representative Beiter, of N. Y., in whic 
he said a unified air arm had saved England while the helpless Navy and Army 
looked on. “Had the money poured into the outlying air bases been spent on develop 
ment of long-range fighting planes, we would not now be worrying about our nationil 
defense; we would be in a position to carry the offensive to the enemy.” Mr. Beiter 
was joined by Representative Randolph, of W. Va., who complained that proponents 
of the separate air force had been unable to get action on their proposal in Congress 

Attacking the proposal, Representative Boggs, of La., asked, “Where was the 
separate air force of Great Britain when the Prince of Wales and the Repulse were 
sunk? If the British commander at Singapore had had an air force under his com 
mand, that would not have happened.” Representative Cochran, of Mo., called atte. 
tion to British R.A.F. failures in Crete, in Greece and at sea, and said, “I believe the 
gentleman (Mr. Beiter) is on the wrong track.”

Officers’ Cloth Belt 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
600-35, 10 Nov., 1941, and AR 600-40, 28 
Aug., 1941, the following changes in those 
regulations have been announced : 

AR 600-35.—Paragraph 60a is rescinded 
and the following substituted therefor : 

60a. Officers.—(1) The officers’ belt, M1921 
(see fig. 49), of Army russet leather and brass 
trimmings with single shoulder strap. 

(2) The officers’ belt, cloth (see fig. 50, page 
2), matching the coat in color and fabric, 1% 
inches in width, equipped with a removable 
brass 1%-inch tongueless bar buckle, and hav- 
ing a tapered end. The belt will be sewed 
down around the waist line of the coat to a 
point approximately 2% inches from the front 
edge of the coat on each side. The belt will 
cover the horizontal seam at the waist line of 





the coat, and the buckle will be centered over | 


the bottom button of the coat when buttoned. 
The tapered end of the belt will pass through 
the buckle to the left, will extend not more 


than 3 inches beyond the buckle, and he held | 


in place by a cloth keeper % inch in width, 

AR 600-40. — Paragraph 59a(1) 
changed as follows: 

59a(1) The officers’ belt, M1921, or the offi- 
cers’ belt, cloth, will be worn by commissioned 
officers, except those of the Army Air Forces, 
when the service coat is worn, except when 
under arms or when on field duty. When the 
officers’ belt, M1921, is worn the single shoul- 
der strap will pass over the right shoulder 
and under the shoulder loop on the service 
coat, and will be attached to the belt on the 
left side. The officers’ belt, cloth, may be 
worn under the condtions for which the of- 
ficers’ belt, M1921, is prescribed. The officers’ 
belt, M1921, may be removed when indoors. 





Overage Enlisted Men 

The War Department this week initi- 
ated steps preparatory to clearing field 
force units of personnel not physically 
qualified for field service. The new or- 
der, issued by The Adjutant General, is 
as follows: 

“1. There are a number of enlisted men as 


signed to field force units who, because of 
permanent physical infirmities, including 
those resulting from advanced age, are 


handicapped in the performance of active field 
service. Many of these men are capable of 
valuable service if reassigned to other duties 
where less physical activity and endurance 
are required, 

“2. Army commanders will take the neces- 
sary action to classify for reassignment, en- 
listed men who, because of permanent phys- 
ical condition, are not able to perform active 
service in their present assignment. Upon re- 
ceipt of instructions to be published in the 
near future, enlisted men so classified will be 
transferred in grade to new zone of interior 
organizations, Corps Area Service Commands, 
or to the War Department Overhead. Report 
is desired at the earliest practicable date and 
not later than 15 Jan. 1942, of the estimated 
number of enlisted men by grade and arm or 
service to be transferred.” 





Reclassify Military Men 

Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, USA, 
director of Selective Service, has advised 
all state headquarters that all men who 
had been put in Class IV-A—a deferred 
class because of previous military ser- 
vice—will be reclassified. 

General Hershey said that Class IV-A 
was ended with the entry of the United 
States into War. “This deferment,” he 
stated, “was granted to certain ex-service 
men by the Selective Training and Ser- 
vice Act only in time of peace.” He said 
that only those who are qualified for Class 
I-A will be eligible for induction into the 
Armed forces. Those who have depen- 
dents, or who are found to be in civilian 
occupations essential to national health, 
safety, and interest, will be given the 
same consideration for deferment as ac- 
corded other registrants.

Taking a few moments from his valiant 
effort to repel the Japanese invasion 
against the Philippines, General Douglas 
MacArthur this week dispatched a birth- 
day greeting to his chief, General George

Reclassification of Officers 

Pending the revision of AR 605-230, 25 
Aug. 1941, paragraph 7d has been added 
and paragraph 12a changed as follows: 

7d. Officers serving in oversea bases and 
defense commands. 

(1) Oversea bases operating directly under 
GHQ.—When such a report, as enumerated in 
a or ¢ above, reaches the commanding officer 
of an oversea base, he may reassign the offi- 
cer. If no suitable assignment is available or 
if the report is initiated by the base comman- 
der, the base commander will relieve the offi- 
cer from duty and direct him to proceed by 
the first available transportation to a port 
of embarkation which serves the base. The 
reports, together with depositions and affi- 
davits to substantiate the recommendations, 
will be forwarded to the commanding general 
of the corps area in which the port of em- 
barkation is located. In all cases, the next 
higher commander will be notified of the ac- 
tion taken. Upon the receipt of such reports 
the corps area commander concerned will take 
the action prescribed in paragraph 9. 

(2) Oversea bases under jurisdiction of a 
department._-When such a report, as enumer- 
ated in a or ¢ above, reaches the commanding 
officer of an oversea base operating directly 
under the jurisdiction of a department, he 
may reassign the officer. If no suitable as- 
signment is available or if the report is ini- 
tiated by the base commander, the base com- 
mander will relieve the officer from duty and 
direct him to proceed by the first available 
transportation to the department headquar- 
ters exercising jurisdiction over the base. The 
reports, together with depositions and affi- 
davits to substantiate the recommendations, 
will be forwarded to the department com- 
mander concerned. Upon receipt of such re- 
ports, the department commander will take 
the action prescribed in paragraph 9. 

(3) Other oversea bases.—When such a re- 
port, as enumerated in a or c above, reaches 
the commanding officer of an oversea base 
within a defense command, but not operating 
directly under the jurisdiction of GHQ or a 
department, he may reassign the officer, If 
no suitable assignment is available or if the 
report is initiated by the base commander, 
the base commander will relieve the officer 
from duty and direct him to proceed by the 
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first available transportation to the head- 
quarters of the department, within the de- 
fense command, nearest to the oversea base 
concerned. The reports, together with depo- 
sitions and affidavits to substantiate the rec- 
ommendations, will be forwarded to the com- 
manding general of the department concerned. 
In all cases, the next higher commander will 
be notified of the action taken. Upon receipt 
of such reports, the department commander 
concerned will take the action prescribed in 
paragraph 9, 

(4) Alaskan Defense Command.—For the 
Alaskan Defense Command the procedure 
enumerated in (1) above will be followed in 
general, except as it may be modified by in- 
structions of the commanding general, Fourth 
Army. 

12a. Any officer of any reserve component 
who has been recommended for reclassifica- 
tion, or who has been notified either orally 
or in writing that he is going to be recom- 
mended for reclassification, will be permitted 
to submit his resignation under the provi- 
sions set forth in AR 605-275 for officers of 
the Regular Army. The letter of resignation 
and the first indorsement will clearly indicate 
that such action is voluntary on the part of 
the officer. The first indorsement will also 
indicate that the resignation is approved un- 
der the provisions of paragraph 12, AR 605- 
230. When misconduct or undesirable habits 
or traits of character are involved, the nature 
of such will be stated, and the officer will be 
informed that the War Department will re- 
cord his separation as under other than hon- 
orable conditions,

Explain- 
ing that “we must get the wasp in his 
nest,” Admiral Sadler said, “We must 
eatch any air attack before it takes off 
from the carrier and make it as costly 
as possible to the enemy.”

Financial Digest 

Within a few days President Roosevelt 
will announce the membership of the new 
War Labor Board, upon whose member- 
ship and powers will depend the char- 
acter of the labor policy with which we 
shall start the war. 

Decision to create the War Labor Board 
came as the result of Presidential ap- 
proval of the agreement of the conference 
he had called upon the labor question. 
That conference agreed that there would 
be no strikes or lockouts during the emer- 
gency, that all disputes would be settled 
by peaceful means, and that a War Labor 
Board would be given authority to resolve 
finally controversies between employer 
and employe. It is understood that the 
conference agreed on all points except 
that of the arbitration of closed-shop is- 
sues. The representatives of industry it 
was said, were not willing to submit the 
subject of closed shop to arbitration while 
the unions wanted to do so. Because of 
the importance of this unsettled point, 
there is little doubt but that the new 
found labor policy will be short lived and 
that Congress, sooner or later, will find 
it necessary to enact a stronger-handed 
policy into law. 

The National Association of Manufac- 
turers are suggesting the appointment of 
Charles Evans Hughes, retired Chief 
Justice of the United States, as chairman 
of the proposed board. It is also stated 
that Secretary of Labor Perkins is con- 
sidering the recommendation that the 
board be composed of five representatives 
each of industry, labor, and the public. 
Such a board of 15 members probably will 
be so unwieldy as to be of little value. 

The ban on the public sale of new auto- 
mobile tires and new automobiles will 
have far reaching effects upon industry 
and labor as upon the consuming public. 
Hardest hit will be the retail outlets and 
serving and financing departments, which 
will have little to do after the rationing 
plan goes into effect. 

The price fixing policy came home 
closer than ever to the public this week 
when Leon Henderson called upon the 
cigarette manufacturers not to increase 
their prices. One firm already had an- 
nounced an increase in wholesale price. 


Admiral Lands’ Article 
(Continued from First Page) 
in 10 years, and subsequent authoriza- 
tions in 1940 and 1941 of expansion of the 
shipbuilding program under defense emer- 
gency and lease-lend legislation, 

Asa result of that congressional and ad- 
ministration policy the nation was not 
eaught flat-footed when war came and 
the shipbuilding industry is many months 
ahead of its effort in the first World War. 
The ship-a-day stage in launchings was 
reached in December. During the first 
quarter of 1942 the Commission's sched- 
ule calls for the laying of 148 keels, 
launching of 125 ships and the delivery 
of 71 completed vessels. The second quar- 
ter of the year should bring the program 
to the two-ships-a-day stage, and constant- 
ly increasing tempo, it is expected,will, 
if labor produces, result in the delivery 
into service of an average of two ships 
a day throughout 1942 and 1943, a total of 
about 13,500,000 deadweight tons. 

Because of the adoption of welding in 
the place of riveting in the major part of 
the shipbuilding operation, and utiliza- 
tion of a type of mass production method 
adapted from the automobile industry, 
these new merchant ships in the emer- 
gency prgoram are being delivered into 
service in from 4% to 6 months after 
keel-laying, approximately one-half the 
time it took to build them in 1918 to 1922. 

Sxpansion of shipyards through au- 
thorization by the Commission and finan- 
cial participation by the government has 
resulted in addition of 131 ways, not in- 
cluding those installed by private yards 
without government assistance. Nine en- 
tirely new major shipyards have been 
created and the shipbuilding industry 
again has been extended to all coasts of 
the nation. There has not been the con- 
centration that resulted from the expan- 
sion in the first World War, however, and 








the nation’s shipyards today are so lo- 
cated as to tap many available supplies of 
labor and industrial capacity, as well as 
to prevent extreme congestion of housing 
and transportation facilities. 

When it became apparent late in 1940 
that the United tates must become the 
backlog of supply for the nations battling 
the Axis powers, the nation’s supreme 
shipbuilding effort was pyramided early 
this year on the original 500-ship long- 
range plan. Contracts for seven new 
yards with 51 ways were made by Febru- 
ary, 1941, and contracts for the first 200 
Liberty ships—emergency cargo vessels 
—were made by March 15. Keels of 116 
of those ships have been laid, 32 have been 
launched and the first three are ready 
for delivery into service. 

In addition the long-range program of 
standard Maritime Commission design 
vessels has been expedited to the point 
where approximately 200 keels of these 
modern efficient and high-speed ships 
have been laid, of which 150 have been 
launched to date and 125 delivered into 
service, The original schedule of 50 ships 
a year, therefore, has been increased to 
approximately 100 ships a year of these 
designs. They will go into service even 
faster during the next two years. 

To further expedite the shipbuilding 
program, the Commission on May 1, in 
accordance with instructions by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, speeded up production in 
the shipyards by ordering a six-day, 48- 
hour week on at least a two-shift basis 
to supplant the five-day, 40-hour week 
which had prevailed up to that time. 

One example of war-time preparedness 
in the maritime program can be found 
in the construction in 1939 and 1940 of 
12 high-speed tankers under cooperative 
agreement between the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey and the Commission. 
Under this agreement the company paid 
the construction costs of the tankers and 
the Commission paid for additional de- 
fense features, costing $880,000 per ship. 
Today those 12 tankers are valuable aux- 
iliary vessels in the United States Navy, 
as is the first ship ordered under the 


Commission’s long-range program, the 
AMERICA, largest passenger liner ever 


built in the United States. 

In expansion of its training to supply 
officers and men to operate America’s 
greatest merchant marine, the maritime 
service, which is operated jointly by the 
Maritime Commission and the United 
States Coast Guard, has added two new 
training schools this year, one at St. 
Petersburg, Florida, and the other at Port 
Ilueneme, California. In addition the 
fleet of training ships utilized in this 
service has been expanded to 18. The 
Commission’s Training Division is as- 
sisted by the Federal Employment Serv- 
ice in obtaining properly qualified young 
men for training. 

Right now we have insufficient ships 
for our national defense needs. But as 
rapidly as the new merchant ships in 
ever-increasing number are ready for ser- 
vice, and properly trained men are avail- 
able to man them, they will be put in op- 
eration to replace tonnage which has 
been taken from our Merchant Marine to 
aid the democracies in their war effort, 
and to expand America’s fleet of merchant 
ships to the full requirement of our na- 
tion’s maritime commerce, both during 
the war and in the post-war period. 

It is a definite part of the Maritime 
Commission's long-range plan to provide 
for this nation a post-war merchant 
marine which will assure us of a domin- 
ant place in world commerce. To do that 
it is necessary for us to have the ships 
eapable of carrying at least 50 per cent 
of this nation’s world trade. That is the 
goal of the Maritime Commission and it 
will be reached. 





Marines Offered Former Rank 


Maj. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, comman- 
dant Marine Corps, announced this week 
that former Regular or Reserve Marines 
who reenlist now will be reappointed to 
the rank they held upon their last dis- 
charge, providing they have not been out 
of the Corps for more than four years. 





U. S. War Communiques 


War Department, No. 27, 24 Dec. 

1. Philippine Theater: The Commanding 
General, United States Army Forces in the 
Far East, reports that Japanese troops today 
landed in two additional areas on the Island 
of Luzon, One landing was accomplished near 
Mauban, about thirty miles north of Anti- 
monan, where troops landed last night. The 
other landing was effected near Nasugbu in 
Batangas Province, on the west side of Lu- 
zon, 50 miles southwest of Manila. The size 
of these forces has not yet been determined, 

Beach heads previously seized by the in- 
vaders are being rapidly enlarged as landing 
forces are augmented. 

Heavy fighting continues near the Lin- 
gayen Gulf where the main invasion effort is 
being made. Though American and Philip- 
pine troops are greatly outnumbered, they 
are offering stiff resistance to the Japanese 
forces in a series of delaying actions. 

It is estimated that at least 100 
transports, in several convoys are now in 
waters around the Philippine Islands. Each 
of these fleets of troopships is accompanied 
by strong naval and air escort. 

Intense enemy air activity continues in the 
Manila area. Consideration is being given to 
the withdrawal of the Commonwealth gov- 
ernment and military forces from Manila. 
This would make it possible to declare Ma- 
nila an open city and spare the civilian resi- 
dents unnecessary casualties from aerial 
bombardment. 

Navy Department, No. 17, 24 Dee. 

Atlantic Theater: There are no new devel- 
opments to report. 

Eastern Pacific: 
was shelled by an enemy submarine, but 
reached port safely. Press reports of the 
sinking of the 8S, S. Montebello are confirmed. 

Central Pacific: Radio communication with 
Wake has been severed and the capture of 
the island is probable. Two enemy destroy- 
ers were lost in the final landing operations, 

Palmyra Island was shelled by an enemy 
submarine. Damage was negligible. There 
were no casualties. Johnston Island was aiso 
shelled by an enemy submarine with no dam- 
age to material and no casualties resulting. 

The Hawaiian area was quiet. 

Far Fast: There are no new developments 
to report. 

War Department, No. 28, 25 Dee. 

1. Philippine Theater: Intense fighting con- 
tinues on all important fronts on Luzon Is- 
land, American and Philippine’ troops 
launched counter-attacks which met with 
local successes, particularly in the vicinity 
of Antimonan, southeast of Manila. 

Enemy aerial activity continues 
with attacks on various towns in 
Luzon. 

2. West Coast: An American Army bomber 
from General DeWitt’s Western Defense Com- 
mand successfully attacked an enemy sub- 
marine off the California Coast. Soon after 
the submarine was sighted it made an emer- 
gency dive. A bomb was dropped and the 
submarine emerged and then sank, Two more 
bombs were dropped, apparently scoring di- 
rect hits, and filling the air with debris. 

War Department, No. 29, 26 Dec. 

1. Philippine Theater: From his headquar- 
ters in the field, General Douglas MacArthur, 
commanding the United States Army Forces 
in the Far East, advises that he has reorgan- 
ized and strengthened the positions held by 
our troops in the general vicinity of Lingayen 
Gulf. Repeated enemy assaults in this sector 
have been successfully resisted. Indications 
point to heavy reinforcement of Japanese 
troops in this area. 

Brisk fighting is also reported from other 
fronts on the Island of Luzon.

point shortly. 

The Maritime Commission announce. 
ment states that, “each member of the 
crew of any merchant vessel documented 
under the laws of the United States anq 
covered by the statement of principles 
adopted by the maritime conference, jp. 
cluding such vessels as are now at sea, 
shall be insured against loss of life dye 
to risks of war or war-like operations, jp 
the amount of $5,000 on all voyages (such 
insurance to be effective throughout the 
entire voyage and until such member of 
the crew shall be landed to a place with. 
in continental United States including 
Alaska ).” 

At the same time, it was announced 
that war bonus rates will be established 
in presently recognized danger zones as 
promptly as possible, and that they will 
be retroactive to Sunday, 7 Dec., date of 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor “un. 
less otherwise determined.” 

The SS Patrick Henry, first of more 
than 300 Liberty Ships being built for the 
Maritime Commission, has satisfactorily 
completed her trial runs under the direc. 
tion of the Commission’s board, accord. 
ing to an announcement released this 
week. The trials were held in the Chesa- 
peake Bay. 

The completion of the trial rung re 
called the rapidity with which the 88 
Patrick Henry was completed. The keel 
was laid 30 April, and she was launched 
four months and 27 days later on 27 Sept, 
when 14 new United States merchant 
ships slid down the ways at the rate of 
one an hour on “Liberty Fleet Day.” 

Sixteen Finnish-owned merchant ships, 
laid up in United States ports, have been 
formally taken over by the Maritime 
Commission, under provisions of the Ship 
Requisition Act. The vessels have been 
under protective custody of the Coast 
Guard since they came into Americat 
ports following Great Britain’s Declara- 
tion of War on Finland and the resultant 
termination of Britain’s guarantee of safe 
conduct for the Finnish merchant fleet. 

A Maritime Commission — sponsored 
bill, H. J. Res. 260, was introduced into 
the House this week to authorize acquis 
tion by the Maritime Commission of 
Chrysler property in Nassau County, %.

It is notable that before 
Manila was declared an open city and before 
our anti-aircraft defense evacuated therefrom 
he had abstained from attempted bombing of 
anything in Manila except military installa 
tions. His present actions can only be deemed 
completely violative of all the civilized proc 
esses of international law. At the proper 
time I bespeak due retaliatory measures.”

Destruction of Cities 

In severely criticizing American action 
in declaring Manila an “open city,” the 
Russian authorities, threugh their publi 
cation “Pravda” were taking the action 
they deemed necessary for the morale of 
the Russian people. At great expense in 
blood and treasure the Russians pursued 
the scorched earth policy, destroying all 
of their own crops and property and leay 


ing nothing for the enemy. Therefore, 
the government felt it necessary to con 


demn the American action of evacuating 
Manila and declaring it an open city to 
be taken intact by the enemy. 

However, the severe Russian criticism, 
which termed the action “cowardice,” did 
not take into consideration the American 
views and problems. The city is a Philip 
pine city and doubtless the authorities did 
not feel that they were justified in court 
ing its destruction. Particularly impor 
taunt, however, is the fact that the Ameri 
can publie has been strongly opposed to 
the bombardment of civilians which al 
ways occurs in aerial attacks cities 
Had we attacked Japanese the 
American reaction would have ad 
verse. Now, however, by giving the Japa 
nese the chance to take the barbarie ac 
tion, which they did in bombing the de 
fenseless city of Manila, American pub

Admiral Nimitz Assumes 
Command 


The significance of the submarine in 
World War Il was dramatically illus 


trated this week when Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz assumed command of the Pacific 
Fleet in a simple war-time ceremony at 
Pearl Harbor during which the four-star 


flag of a fleet commander was run up 
above a big, sea going submarine. 
In accepting his new command, Ad 


miral Nimitz said, “I have just assumed 
a great responsibility and = obligation 
which I shall do my utmost to discharge.” 

Speaking to reporters shortly after he 
assumed command, Admiral Nimitz 
warned of possible shelling of American 
coustal cities by Japanese submarines, 
The Pacific Fleet Commander said, “It is 
not beyond the bounds of possibility that 
Japanese submarines operating off the 
West Coast of the United States may at 
tempt to lay their shells into cities before 
they leave.” He added that, “the ocean 
is too big to prevent it entirely.”
